Havana, Nov. H. -The Cuban consti- 
tutluual convention met in the Marti 
theater. The theater waa crowded. 
Many thousands were unable to gain 
admittance and the streets in the 
vicinity were blocked with people. 

Ueneial Wood and bis staff, accom- 
panied by General Pitzbugb Lee and 
his stair, received an ovation on enter- 
ing, tho bund playing ".\inerlca." Se- 
nor Cii^nerus and Gincia.1 Kivera es- 
corted General Wood to the platform 
and he almost Immediately opened the 
convention. "As military governor of 
the island o,' Cuba aud representing 
the president of the L'uited States." he 
said, "I call this conventlviu to order. 
It will be your duty first of all to 
fraine anil adoi t a c in.sjiiution for 
Cuba, and. w ii. n thc.t h.i.s l)(>en done, . 
to formulate a hat, in .vour opinion, 
ought t<j be the relations beiween Cuba 
ai.d the United States." 

The convention organize'' with Se 
nor l.loienlo, justiic of the supreme 
court, as president, ; nd Senor Viliu- 
endo as secretary. The following oath 
was then administered: "We, the dtio 
gat( s elected by the people of Cuba to 
the national constitutional convention, 
swear failhiuily to tulQli the duties o( 
our office. We publicly and solemnly 
renounce allegiance to or compact 
made with any state or nation, wheth- 
er made dirtctly or inaiiectly. swear 
Ing to the sovereignty of tlie tree and 
independent people of c;ubu and swear- 
ing to respect the solution this conven- 
tt.in n..-.\ aii(ii)t as u • 11 as tlie govern- 
ment e.siablished by the constitution." 

All of the 31 delegates were pie&ent 
Senor Alleman, who said that the oon- 
ventlon was "only a continuation of 
thetiglit for independence," moved that 
the reguiulions governing the old Cu- 
ban assembly at Yaya in 1896 be 
adopted. Af> nobody seemed familiar 
with them, copies 'Alii be furnished to 
the delegates. 

The following resolutions were pre- 
sented to the president Just before ad- 
journment and will probably be a.lopt- 
ed: "The undersigned delegates pro- 
pose that the «unsi itutioual assemoly 
adopt the following resolutions: t irst, 
that a committee of the assembly pro- 
ceed immediately to call ou General 
Wood ami to manifest the satisfaction 
with which the delegaK^j have seen 
him carry out the dillicult mistiion en 
trusted to him. Second, that the com- 
mittee require General Wood to cable 
to tho president of the I'liiied States 
as follows: The di le-utes elected to 
the coustitutioual convention assem- 
bled at their Inaugural meeting, greet 
with iMofoiiiid grititu le and affection 
the presi lent of the I'liiled States ( f 
America, and they are fatisded with 
the honesty demonstrated in the (u<- 
Aliment of the decla.atlons made to 
the Cuban people.' "

More High Handed Proceedings 
by tlie Republicans. 



A Gaog of Fri'Oners Keleused From Juil on 
Writ 0t HaboM Corpii Itoatej 
AfteriMi. 



Along about tba first of October six- 
teen D> gw mea living at or near Lewit- 
barg wero triod boforo 't^qaira Rico oa a 
charge of playInK craps. The lowest pen- 
alty far this < fi'jnse ia $50 and costp. 

The accused entered a plea of guilty, 
but 'Squire Rice beard the evidence and 
there was no doubt whatever of their 
guilt. They were fined $50 and coats, 
and failioK to pay or replevy were aont 
to Jail to aervo cot their fine. 

Monday they still had several days tc 
complete their sentence, btit the thought 
of loalair olztooa votn was too mnoh for 
the Tayloriiod Bepnblicaii leadern, and 
they set to work to have the uaan re> 
loaaod. A writ of habeas oorpm was 
sworn out b« f )re Police .TiidKe Wade- 
worth, but the writ was returned for a 
hearing bofora Ooanty Judge Newell. 
When the case came up in the afternoon, 
the prisoneri*, by thoir attorneyn, Judge 
Oolo and L. W. Galbrailh, filed afliduvits 
to swear Jadgt Newell off the benoh, 
claiming that he was partisan aild would 
not give tli> m justice. The point was 
argued at length by the prisonert' law- 
ywv and by Ooanty Attoroay (yDonaell 
and Mr. John L. Whitaker for the other 
aide. Judge Newell tinally declined to 
■it in the oeaa. 

When the writ was first issued, the 
Democrats decided to notify Circuit 
Judge Harbeion of the proceeding, and 
requested him to come to Mayaville. 
The law ezpreaaly states that socb writs 
most be returned to the Circuit Judge if 
be is in the county. Judge Harbeson 
arrived before the arguments were eon> 
eluded before Judge Newell, and was in 
the court room when the Utter declined 
to ait In the case. 

Judge Wadsworth insisted he had juris- 
diction of the case aud when Judge 
Nawell got off the bench, the Police 
Jodge directed that the prtaonere be 
taken to the Police Ootirt 

Judge Wadlwortb waa not*long in dis- 
posing uf the case. The proceedings bor- 
dered on the farcicul. Tlie Republicans 
were afraid tba Democrats were planning 
■one ne^ move, and rushed the case. 
Ooonty Attorney O'Donjuell asked to be 
but Judge Wadsworth refused to 
allow him to read sections of the Code 
governing such proceedings. Mr. O'Don- 
nell insisted on his rights as an attorney 
but was shut oti', and tbeu declined to 
■ay anything further. 

The result of the proceedings was the 
discharge of 'the sixteen prisoners from 
jail, tba Ooort bMiag hia deoiaioa, the 
BoixniN opdefttuida, upon tha groQnd 



that the judgment or order committing 
tb^ru to jnil was d»f<;ctive, in that it 
stated the prisooera were convicted of 
"playing" craps when it shon'd have 
bcpn ' shooting" craps.
